Red Cross m em bership in the 
state also veered sharply upw ard 
to the highest point it has reached

m em bers, he said, and ch ap ter of­ 
ficials in Circleville, 
along 
w ith 
other Red Cross officers through­ 
out the state, are determ ined to 
reach an even higher goal this 
year. 
In the devastating Ohio 
river 
floods of last January , the w orst 
d isaster in the nation’s history, the 
A m erican Red Cross gave em erg­ 
ency assistance to m ore th an 200,- 
000 flood victim s, he said, a t a 
cost of $4,834,900. This d isaster 
assistance included food, clothing, 
shelter and, in thousands of cases, 
providing household 
furnishings, 
building repairs and 
even 
new 
homes. 
E xpenditures H igher 
Flood relief expenditures in Ohio 
w ere higher than those in 
any 
other region in the eleven-state 
flood basin, w ith the exception of 
K entucky, the ch apter chairm ah 
added, and contributions to the 
Red C ross relief 
fund 
in 
Ohio 
stood third in the 
nation. 
Ohio 
citizens gave $2,042,249, exceeded 
only by the sta te s of New York 
and Illinois. 
N ationally, Mr. Leist added, the 
Red Cross has ju st com pleted its 
busiest year since 1917-18. G row­ 
ing public sentim ent ag ain st the 
m ounting

toll,

In Ohio, Red Cross classes in 
first aid, life saving and hom e h y ­ 
giene w ere increased to m eet the 
dem ands this new in terest created. 
O ver 13,833 persons were ta u g h t 
the sim ple principles of first aid, 
so often the m eans of saving a life 
of an accident victim ; 3,551 men, 
women and children received Red 
Cross life saving instruction, and

C ross home hygiene and care of 
the sick.

Bu t fo o d an d man y o ther co mmo di­ 
ties hav e declined, to o . 
Real estate do es 
n o t seem so mu ch affected.

The p ellets are slo wly gro u n d 
away with grav el in the bird’s gizzard. 
The lead first p ro du ces a p araly sis o f the 
bird’s win gs, then death. Mo re birds hav e 
died fro m this cau se than fro m hu n ters' 
gu ns. An d that, stran ge as it may seem to 
a n o n -hu n ter, is in hu man e. 
It is also bad 
fo r the sp o rt o f du ck-sho o tin g. 
When the n o w allo y is in u se the birds 
may p artake o f the u n n atu ral fo o d as 
freely as they like, with no ill effects. 
They will be sp ared—u ntil o ther missiles 
hit them in a v ital sp o t. The resu lts then 
are q u icker than the lead p o iso ning. 
Thu s we learn that there are hu man e 
ru les in hu n tin g which wo rk to the ben e­ 
fit o f bo th hu n ter an d hu n ted.

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DIET AND HEALTH 
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o hysical E xam inations M ay P revent C ancer

THE PREVENTION of breast 
cancer in 
women 
very 
largely 
comes down to an annual physical 
examination in those women who 
are 
just 
over 
the child bear- 
ing period—ap- 
proximately the

greatest risk a 
woman runs, if 
a small lump in 
h e r 
b r e as t 
proves 
to

cancer, is about 
25

cent, 
provided she is 
one 
of

lump examined 
promptly or has it discovered in an 
annual physical examination. The 
ignorant woman who delays large­ 
ly because of her ignorance, not 
fear, has a very much smaller 
chance of cure. 
Probably the most widespread 
idea about prevention of cancer 
concerns the belief that women 
have that an injury of the breast 
will result in cancer. There is not 
really very much evidence for this, 
'and nearly all women are subject­ 
ed to bumps in elevators or street 
cars. I imagine there 
is some 
truth in the idea that after a wom­ 
an has one of these bumps on her 
breast, she may examine it and 
find that there is a lump present, 
and that this accounts for the idea 
that the injuries cause cancer. The 
fact is that the lump was there be­ 
fore, but was not noticed. It may 
be a good thing for any woman to 
have a bump bad enough to cause 


her to make a careful examination. 
Remember that in the early stages 
cancer of the breast is very sel­ 
dom painful and does not call at­ 
tention to itself in that way. 
It must be remembered that very 
few lumps or masses in the breast 
are real cancer; most of them are 
chronic 
inflammation, and 
even 
with a decided lump that can be 
easily felt, it is estimated that in 
85 per cent of these no operation 
or X-ray or radium Irradiation will 
be necessary. 
Fear Allayed 
In all suspected cancers, as we 
stated in an earlier article this 
week, the best procedure is to take 
a small piece out and look at it 
under 
the 
microscope. 
This 
is 
called "a biopsy” . There has been 
some fear expressed in the past 
that this procedure will irritate the 
tissues enough to produce a can­ 
cer, but these fears have very 
largely been allayed. 
Cancer of the womb can also be 
prevented or recognized in a very 
early stage at an annual physical 
examination. It is the almost unan­ 
imous opinion of 900 obstetricians, 
fellows oi the American College of 
Surgeons, that mother's best pro­ 
tection against cancer of the cer­ 
vix dep ends on the repair of all 
inju ries o r irritations following the 
birth of a child, and periodic ex­ 
aminations afterward. 
Another danger sign of this form 
of cancer is irregular bleeding, and 
especially at 
the 
time 
of 
the 
change of life it is likely that these 
symptoms will be disregarded. To 
dismiss such signals by saying, 
"Oh, it’s just the change of life,” 
is an extremely hazardous attitude 
of mind.

INFLATION OR DEFLATION 


|*\NE good result of this stock market 
^ flurry we have been going through is 
that it has quelled, for the time being, the 
wild fears of inflation that prevailed in 
many quarters. For a long time the public 
has had dinned into its ears the idea that, 
with so great a national debt and a still 
unbalanced budget, a runaway inflation 
was inevitable and might come at any 
moment. 
What we have been going through 
these last few weeks, particularly in the 
period of rapidly falling stock values, is 
not inflation but deflation. 
The most startling drop was in the 
stock market; and stocks, while they have 
started rising again, are not expected to 
regain their former high level for some 
time. But food and many other commodi­ 
ties have declined, too. 
Real estate does 
not seem so much affected. 
It had not 
risen so much as other things, and there 
is still a shortage of housing. 
But it is 
significant that building materials, which 
were forced up unduly last spring, have 
yielded somewhat in price. 
The broad fact is this—that the infla­ 
tion so greatly feared is today not in sight. 
Loose public policies and reckless specu­ 
lation might yet bring inflation; but either 
natural forces or public controls, or both, 
seem to be working so far to maintain a 
rough sort of balance. 
For the present, 
at least, we are having a mild deflation. 
What most people probably want is a 
mild inflation, kept under control 
by

THE PREVENTION of breast 
cancer in 
women 
very 
largely 
comes down to an annual physical 
examination in those women who 
are 
just 
over 
the child bear­ 
ing period—ap­ 
proximately the 
age of 40. 
It has 
been 
shown that the 
greatest risk a 
woman runs, if 
a small lump in 
h e r 
b r e a s t 
proves 
to 
be 
cancer, is about 
25 
per 
cent, 
provided she is 
one 
of 
those 
who 
has 
the 
lump examined 
promptly or has It discovered in an 
annual physical examination. The 
ignorant woman who delays large­ 
ly because of her ignorance, not 
fear, has a very much smaller 
chance of cure. 
Probably the most widespread 
idea about prevention of cancer 
concerns the belief that women 
have that an injury of the breast 
will result in cancer. There is not 
really very much evidence for this, 
and nearly all women are subject­ 
ed to bumps in elevators or street 
cars. I imagine there is some 
truth in the idea that after a wom­ 
an has one of these bumps on her 
breast, she may examine it and 
find that there is a lump present, 
and that this accounts for the idea 
that the injuries cause cancer. The 
fact is that the lump was there be­ 
fore, but was not noticed. It may 
be a good thing for any woman to 
have a bump bad enough to cause 


her to make a careful examination. 
Remember that in the early stages 
cancer of the breast is very sel­ 
dom painful and does not call at­ 
tention to itself in that way. 
It must be remembered that very 
few lumps or masses in the breast 
are real cancer; most of them are 
chronic 
inflammation, 
and even 
with a decided lump that can be 
easily felt, it is estimated that in 
85 per cent of these no operation 
or X-ray or radium irradiation will 
be necessary. 
Fear Allayed 
In all suspected cancers, as we 
stated in an earlier article this 
week, the best procedure is to take 
a small piece out and look at it 
under 
the 
microscope. 
This 
is 
called "a biopsy”. There has been 
some fear expressed In the past 
that this procedure will irritate the 
tissues enough to produce a can­ 
cer, but these fears have very 
largely been allayed. 
Cancer of the womb can also be 
prevented or recognized in a very 
early stage a t an annual physical 
examination. It is the almost unan­ 
imous opinion of 900 obstetricians, 
fellows of the American College of 
Surgeons, that m other’s best pro­ 
tection against cancer of the cer­ 
vix depends on the repair of all 
injuries or irritations following the 
birth of a child, and periodic ex­ 
aminations afterward. 
Another danger sign of this form 
of cancer is irregular bleeding, and 
especially at 
the 
time 
of the 
change of life it is likely that these 
symptoms will be disregarded. To 
dismiss such signals by saying, 
"Oh, it’s just the change of life,” 
is an extremely hazardous attitude 
of mind.

Be Heavy 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15—(UP) 
—Meat prices will continue high 
until early next year and then 
probably will begin a gradual de­ 
cline, according to Department of 
Agriculture market experts. 
The supply of cattle, hogs, and 
sheep on farms is the lowest in 
many years. 
The amount of feed 
available per animal is the highest 
on record. Winter feeding of meat 
animals is expected to be unusu­ 
ally heavy. 
Fall marketings will be smaller 
because of cheap feed and the 
desire of growers to fatten their 
livestock as 
much 
as 
possible, 
government 
economists 
believe. 
The result will be continued high 
prices at least through early win­ 
ter. 
Farmers, also, will hold back 
more cattle, hogs and sheep, for 
breeding. Increased meat produc­ 
tion is expected to be reflected in 
heavy marketing of fat animals in 
the late winter and early spring. 
Minor Recessions Probable 
Meanwhile, some minor reces­ 
sions in prices of meat to consum­ 
ers may be looked for as packers 
reduce storage stocks in anticipa­ 
tion o? heavy marketings early 
next year, economists said. 
Re­ 
ductions range from 5 to 10 per 
cent. 
Cattle prices reached a top of 
$19.90 per 100 pounds on the Chi­ 
cago market early this fall. 
This 
was the highest price paid since 
1928. 
Top hog prices of $13.75 on 
the same market were the highest 
since 1926. 
The number of cattle on feed in 
com belt sta tes on Aug. 1 was 
about 30 per cent smaller than a 
year earlier and the smallest for 
that date in many years, the de­ 
partment reported. 
Well-Fed Cattle Scarce 
“ Marketing 
of 
well - finished 
grain-fed cattle, therefore, will re­ 
main smaller than usual during 
the remainder of this year,1' it was 
said. 
“ Prices of the better grades 
of slaughter cattle probably will 
continue near present levels.” 
The disposition of farmers to in­ 
crease cattle feeding probably will 
lessen the usual seasonal decline 
in prices of the lower grades this 
fa ll and increase the supply of the 
better grades of grain-fed cattle in 
J 938, the department said. 
This year’s unusually large crop 
"points toward the beginning of 
an increase in hog production the 
next year,” the department said. 
However, an expected decrease in 
storage demands for hog products 
may result in prices of hogs de­ 
clining about as usual this fall and 
early winter, it was said. 
Rigger Hogs Forecast 
“ With hog production on the up­ 
trend, marketings during the next 
year will be reduced to provide 
plenty of breeding stock,” the de­ 
partment said. 
“ To market as 
much cheap corn as possible, in 
the 
form 
of 
high-priced 
pork, 
farmers will feed hogs to unusual­ 
ly heavy weights. 
Thus the de­ 
crease in numbers of hogs mar­ 
keted will be partly offset by larg­ 
er average weights.” 
Lamb prices are expected to 
hold at about present levels the 
remainder of this year, marketing 
fa ctor 
during 
the 
next 
three 
months will be a strong demand 
for feeder lambs in the corn belt,, 
they said. 
“ It is expected,” they said, “ that 
because of this strong demand 
that prices of feeder lambs will be 
high 
in relation 
to 
prices 
of 
slaughter lambs, with little spread 
between the two. 
“ Since prospects for consumer 
demand indicate a higher level 
than last year, prices of fed lambs 
this winter may average about as 
high as last.”

sun; blankets, squaws, tepees and 
all.

Beckons 
Seminó les” , 
“ Huge Land Grant Given Semin­ 
ó les 
in 
Mexico,” 
“ Negotiations 
Near Completion for Seminole Mi­ 
gration” , “ Indians Will Lose Citi­ 
zenship, Says Collier,” run some of 
the other reports. 
Public’s Reaction 
“ Gracious 
sakes 
alive,” 
says 
Aunt Bessie as she peers over the 
top of a 
newspaper 
from 
the 
depths of her favorite rocker, “ I 
think it’s a shame our Indians are 
packing up and leaving us. 
It's 
mighty funny those Mexicans are 
willing to do more for them than 
the United States.” 
Other kindly souls are likely to 
get the same impression as Aunt 
Bessie, so we had better dig into 
this thing and find out what 
it’s 
all about. 
After several hours spent inter­ 
viewing Indians in Seminole coun­ 
ty, we are in possession of the fol­ 
lowing facts: 
The Mexican government has of­ 
fered the Seminole Indians a huge 
land grant 
in 
Piedras 
Negras, 
Coalhuila; not only a grant of land 
but a house, farm tools and food 
for three years for each Indian, as 
well as free schools and exemption 
from taxation. 
Some 50 Indians, with more or 
less time on their hands, have been 
to Mexico to look over their pros­ 
pective gift. 
Four Indians, 
by 
name 
J ohn 
Morgan, Pete Miller, Edward Har- 
jo and Peter Tiger did talk to 
President Cardenas as a commit­ 
tee and did bring back a copy of 
the proposed grant. 
And when Morgan, Miller, Har- 
jo and Tiger presented themselves 
to the Mexican government as a 
committee they did raise the devil 
and brought down the wrath of 
the tribal council upon their heads, 
individually and collectively. 
Sad Experience 
The Seminó les, you know, had a 
sad experience with a committee 
one time and they never have for­ 
gotten it. They also 
had 
land 
“ given” to them a couple of times 
and they haven’t forgotten 
that 
either. 
If you remember your 
Indian 
history, you will recall that the 
Seminó les are really an off-shoot 
of the Greeks who roamed through 
Georgia and Alabama. The Creeks 
had a little matter of tribal dissen­ 
sion and one faction migrated to 
Florida where in time (after con­ 
siderable Inter-marriage with run­ 
away Negro slaves) they became 
known as 
the 
Seminó les. 
They 
were the last Indian tribe to move 
from the eastern sta te to what 
was then the Indian territory. 
When 
Florida 
was 
acquired 
through purchase from Spain, new 
settlers moved In rapidly and it

was not long before there 
was 
considerable agitation to get rid 
of the Indians. In 1832 the Semin­ 
ó les signed an agreement with the 
government in which they agreed 
to send a committee to the Indian 
territory to inspect a tract of land 
belonging to the Creek nation with 
the idea in view of making their 
home with the Creeks if arrange­ 
ments could be made and provided 
the land proved satisfactory. 
Hoodwinked 
In 1833 the committee 
started 
its trip of investigation. At Fort 
Gibson, they accidently met two 
United States commissioners who 
were 
down 
from Washington to 
settle a boundary dispute between 
the Creeks and Cherokees. 
These 
commissioners took the Seminole 
committee in tow and talked them 
into signing a document giving up 
their home in Florida in exchange 
for 
new 
territory 
among 
the 
Creeks. The committee, of course, 
had no authority to sign such an 
agreement and the Seminó les in 
Florida protested to the 
federal 


of them went to Mexico in search ; work and they have a wild idea 
of homes. Most of them returned they can g0 to Mexico and live on

date 
but the present 
grant of land from 
the Mexican 
government is the result 
of this 
early visit to Mexico.

Farmers, also, will hold back 
more cattle, hogs and sheep, for 
breeding. Increased meat produc­ 
tion is expected to be reflected in 
heavy marketing of fat animals in 
the late winter and early spring. 
Minor Recessions Probable 
Meanwhile, some minor reces­ 
sions in prices of meat to consum­ 
ers may be looked for as packers 
reduce storage stocks in anticipa­ 
tion of heavy marketings early 
next year, economists said. 
Re­ 
ductions range from 5 to IO per 
cent. 
Cattle prices reached a top of 
$19.90 per IOO pounds on the Chi­ 
cago market early this fall.

Top hog prices of $13.75 on 
the same market were the highest 
since 1926. 
The number of cattle on feed in 
com belt states on Aug. I was 
about 30 per cent smaller than a 
year earlier and the smallest for 
that date in many years, the de­ 
partment reported.
